There is talk of improving prospects 
lor more reasonable prices and sup- 
plies of news print paper. It is to li.> 
hoped that there may be something 
more in this than talk. At the sann 
time certain conditions must be recog 
nixed that do not encourage the expec- 
tation of a rapid return to a normal 
market. 

For instance, three mills are shutting 
down because of scarcity of coal, wood 
or care; while In Canada, whence th" 
American mills get 1,000,000 cords of 
pulpwood a year, the report is that tho 
cut of pulpwood this year will not be 
75 per cent of last year's cut. 

A material factor in keeping up th rt 
newsprint famine is the lack of cars 
for the shipment of both the raw ma- 
terial and fuel to the mills and the pap- 
er to uhe consumers; while even where 
cars are obtainable freight blockad-3 
on the roads renders the supply of pap- 
« r that the mills do ship precarious 
The Courier-Journal. for example, has 
but recently received two shipments 
of paper made as long ago as the mid- 
dle of December, while all the ship- 
ments made in January are still on 
the road somewhere between Louis- 
ville and the mills. 

It is not strange that under the cir- 
cumstances newspapers are being 
force 1 to suspend publication, and that 
in order to conserve the supply of 
newsprint that is available the impera 
tive policy being enforced by the news- 
papers generally is to "cut everything 
■- ' — - H — Courier-Journal.

HALIFAX, N. S.. Feb. 26.— One of 
the German Embassy Secretaries re 
turning to Germany with former Am 
bassador von Bernstorff on the steam 
ship Frederick VIII.. which is being 
examined here by British authorities 
on her voyage from New York to Co- 
penhagen, is reported to have 200 suits 
of pajamas in his possession. 

In tiie baggage of nearly 211 other 
members of the party, cotton goods, 
known to be scarce in Germany, are 
plentiful. the Customs Inspectors 
have discovered.

The care with which the Frederik 
VIIIs passengers are being watched 
is shown by the fact that the customs 
guards are kept on the ship so as to 
avoid any possibility of messages be- 
ing taken ashore.
